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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1-3, 6, 7, 10 and 12-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, 
as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. The instant claims, as 
now amended, require an element identified as a "moveable open base." No such 
element is described by the originally filed specification. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-3, 6, 7, 10 and 12-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

5. The instant claims, as now amended, require the combination of a sampling 
wand and an analysis structure, wherein the analysis structure includes a "movable 
open base." The noted "open base" further includes an "integral member." Finally, the 
now amended claim requires the capability of transferring sample from the sampling 
swab to a cavity at a distal end of the analysis structure. These structural elements and 
capabilities are indefinite for the following reasons. The term "movable open base" is 
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nowhere described nor defined by the specification. The term "integral member" is 
wholly without structural definition. Integral with what? What structure is to be attached 
to the term "member?" Finally, the claim requires the analysis structure to provide a 
base that is both "open" and capable of collecting transferred sample in a cavity. These 
to features appear to be mutually exclusive. 

6. The above-noted occurrences of indefiniteness in applicant's chosen claim 
language preclude any meaningful comparison with the prior art. 

7. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP
